Ice-Breaker Leaves Spitz- 

' bergen for North, Taking 
Advantage of ~*Good 
Weather in North. 


(Copyright, 1928, by Associated Press.) 
KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen, June 


2.—Pausing here only a few hours, 
the ice-breaker Braganza sailed at 
8 o'clock tonight for the North on 
a search for the missing dirigible 
Italia and 18 explorers of Gen. 
Umberto Nobile’s Polar expedition. 
The steamer, which is one of the 
best ice boats in Norway, hopes to 
reach Mossel Bay through Hinlo- 
pen Strait if ice conditions permit. 

The departure was hastened by 
the desire of the Norwegian crew 
of the Braganza to take full ad- 
vantage of good weather which 
was prevalent today. The Captain 
said that any postponement would 
mean unnecessary addition to the 
risks which the expedition must 
run. 

The Braganza put in here today 
fully equipped for a long voyage. 
Capt. Svendsen and his crew of 
16 busied themselves immediately 
with the embarking of 15 Italians 
who were transferred from the 
Citta. di Milano, base ship of the 
Nobile expedition. 

The Italians included eight Al- 
pine soldiers under Capt. Sora, a 
radio operator and a doctor. They 
took with them snow shoes, rein- 
deer sleeping bags, guns, medical 
supplies, tinned meats and other 
provisions.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 2.-— 

Walter Cravens, former president 
_of the Kansas City Joint Stock 
| Land Bank, was sentenced today 
to six years in the Federal penl- 
tentiary, by Judge Merrill E. Otis, 
and fined $25,000. Miss Alice B. 
Todd, former secretary of the 
bank, was sentenced to a year and 
a day in the prison. A week ago 
Cravens and Miss Todd were found 
guilty of misappropriating funds 
and making false entries in the 
beoks of the bank. 
When asked by the Court wheth- 
er he had anything to say prior to 
the pronouncement of sentence, 
Cravens responded: “I want to 
maintain my innocence and I al- 
ways will. As president of the 
pank, 1 was, of course, responsible 
for it.”’ 

Miss Todd, also responding to the 
question as to whether she had any- 
thing to say, declared: “I want 
to affirm Mr. Cravens’ statement 
as to his innocence and mine.” 
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The defense sought to make a 
point of the fact that one juror 
had been a member of another 
panel this year and charged this 
man had not been summoned 
improperly. The court overruled a 
motion for a new trial and then 
imposed sentence.

HAVE always remembered 
| my match with Chick Evans

We met in the semifinal of 
the Western Amateur champion- 
ship. I had won the medal and 
Chick was favored as the ulti- 
mate winner so our meeting 
aroused quite a bit of interest.

Second. comeback money is

Seek Way to Put Scenery 
On Air in Radio Plays 


French Broadcasters Trying to Devise Sound Effects 
That Will Help to Create Com- 
plete Illusion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, June 2.—The curtain 1s 
going up at the “radio theater’— 
that is if researchers of French 


wireless engineers are successful. 
Broadcasters want to,put the 
whole theater on the air, even the 
scenery. Noises to indicate back 
drops, wings and borders are Le- 
ing sought. Convinced that such 
easily produced effects as a pistol 
shot and a dull thud do not break 
the monotony of continuous recita- 
tion, experimenters desire to de- 
velop a series of sounds that will 
send an entire scene over the ether. 
They tried a one-act sketch, ‘The 
Last Valois,” but encountered many 
unforeseen difficulties. Not only 
was the “scenery” rather scant, but 


| 


what there was of it often con- 
flicted with the spoken words. Re- 
sult—a tranquil episode in a tran- 
quil spot came out of the loud! 
speaker like a mob scene. 

This led to the conclusion that 
actors must have “radio voices” 
just as movie stars have “camera 
faces.” | 

“The radio voice is one whose 
wave is most nearly horizontal,” 
said an official report of the per- 
formance, 

“Rich vibrating voices can not be 
transmitted. Flat dry voices are 
perfectly audible. In a sketch ,iike 
the one we have given the sound 
for scenery is super imposed on the 
voice. Voices must stand out clear 
and distinct from the setting or the 
performance will fail.”

HE silly season this year is late 
Tn Starting.

S might have been expected Emil Jannings’, newest picture, “The 

Street of Sin” which was shown at the Ambassador last week, 

did not attract the. attention of the customers to the extent that 
the earlier offcrings of this star did. Jannings, a fine actor, prob- 
ably the best actor playing before the cameras, is quite likely to be 
1uined as a box office card in much the same manner as other pop- 
uiar stars have been ruined. He made a tremendous hit in his first 
films shown in this country playing the part of a downtrodden man 
in a somber, heavy story. Immediately Hollywood seized upon him 
as the man to play those sort of roles always but unless he gets a 
different type of drama ‘quickly he will be relegated to the dis- 
card and the movie magnates, never very far sighted, will dismiss 
the matter with a word or two to the effect that “‘the public is 
tired of Jannings.” 

Bill Haines, a young star of great promise, has been tremendous- 
ly hurt by the same sort of policy. Bill was put into a picture 
in which he played a Smart Alec type of young man and made a hit. 
Since then he has played no other sort of part amd the public is 
tired—not of Haines but of the parts he plays. 

It will be too bad if Jannings goes the same way.

To announcement here last 
Sunday that Joseph P. Ken- 


nedy, the motion picture magnate, 
had been taken into the Keith-Al- 
bee-Orpheum fold came at a time 
when the talkies were being pretty 
generally discussed in movie cir- 
cles. Just 32 years ago, when 
the tremendous entertainment suc- 
cess of motion pictures was un- 
thought of and talking pictures not 
even dreamed of, it was a vaude- 
ville man who introduced the films 
to his public and started a form 
of amusement which is forcing ths 
verieties to take a back seat. 

The motion picture was regard- 
ed as nothing but a toy at its in- 
ception, B. F. Keith saw it in 
France, the country of its early 
development, where it received the 
flowery baptismal name of the 
cinematograph. Mr. Keith import- 
ed a couple of machines, to the 
great wonderment and skepticism 
of Americans, who realized the in- 
novationg and progress he had 
made in the amusement field, but 
who figured that with this new- 
fangled device he was going just 
a little far.

The gen- 
eral quivering effect produced on 
the screen—a common linen sheet 
gave the impression that the pic- 
ture was likely to turn into jelly at 
any minute. 

ECAUSE of the various defects 
motion pictures were regarded 
by the knowing ones as &@ nov- 
elty that would quickly disappear 
whenever the optics of the public 
could stand them no longer. Yet 
pictures caught hold and ‘steadily 
grew better. despite everything the 
wise ones could say against them. 
Mr,.Keith, who called his first af- 
fair the Vitascope to avoid the 
tompue-twisting French name of 
Cinematograph, bought new ma- 
chines and introduced improve- 
ments until screen entertainment 
was indelibly printed on the popu-

HOLLYWOOD, June 2. 

CENES showing an audience 
S watching a play or &@ musical 

comedy, or night club glimpses 
picturing the song-and-dance rou- 
tine reputed to amuse the weary 
business man, have long been pop- 
ular in the movies. The movie the- 
ater prologue, however, seems to 
have been ignored until now. Any- 
way, the prologue scene in “Leave 
It to Me,” the latest Glenn Tryon- 
Patsy Ruth Miller comedy, is cred- 
ited with being the first appear- 
ance of such a prologue as part of 
the motion picture. Tryon por- 
trays an amateur detective who 
chases his own finger prints 
through various comic situations, 
including the prologue which he 
unwittingly embellishes with his 
sudden appearance from the wings, 
and Miss Miller is a motion-picture 
star appearing in the prologue of 
her own picture. 


Due to the custom of photo- 
graphing the same scene in a pic- 
ture from several angles and re- 
peating it several times after re- 
hearsing it several times to begin 
with, the eating of a meal in front 
of the camera can become a rather 
filling experience. Ralph Ince was 
directing Frank Mills in a scene 
calling for the latter to devour 
with relish an order of fried eggs. 


Before the shooting was over Frank 


had consumed more than a dozen 
eggs, and they were not tasting so 
good. Whereupon the director, with 
tongue in cheek, crept away to a 
telephone and asked Mrs- Mills to 
serve fried eggs for dinner that 
night. She did so, and when she 
noticed her husband’s weary look 
she tried to cheer him with house- 
bold gossip. “What do you think?” 
she said. “Our canary laid an egg 
today:”’ 

There was a time when an actor 
could hang a false beard on his 
face and consider himself made up 
for the movies. Many are the 
changes that have come over movie 
make-up since that day. 

Make-up experts nowadays are 
not satisfied unless their work de- 
ceives the offscreen observer as 
well as the spectator who sees the 
finished film, and their technique 
is aS complicated as that of the 
surgeon. 


The new make-up department on 
the Fox lot, in fact. reminds one 
insistently of a hospital. It is spot- 
lessiy white and gleaming, like a 
surgery word. Rouge and cold 
cream and grease paints are treas- 
ured carefully in glass cabinets like 
those that shelter the antiseptic in- 
struments of a hospital operating 
room. and even the crepe hair of 


which false whiskers and mous- 
taches are made is guarded in a 
white-enameled container too slip- 
pery to afford a foothold for germs. 

In such an atmosphere the ap- 
plication of a bit of rouge or the 
delineation of an eyebrow in char- 
coal assumes the impoftance of a 
major operation, and one almost 
expects the white-smocked make- 
up expert to administer an anes- 
thetic before putting a false mous- 
tache on the hero's lip. 


Seldom are the chairs in a busi- 
ness office labeled with the names 
of those who are supposed to oc- 
cupy them; yet everyone in the 
office knows whose chair is which, 
and the office bdy hardly ever sits 
in anything but his own when the 
boss is around. On a motion pic- 
ture se*, curious to relate, nearly 
every chair behind the camera has 
a name painted on it; but seldom 
does anyone sit in his own chair. 
Casual inspection of Bebe Daniels’ 
set the other day revealed Clar- 
ence Badger, her director, occupy- 
ing the chair labeled “Hilda”—Miss 
Daniel’s maid. Hilda was sitting 
in the star’s chair: the star was 
occupying the script girl’s seat, and 
the still-cameraman was sitting in 
the director’s chair. Nevertheless, 
it is a great moment in one’s mo- 
tion picture career when a ‘sign- 
painter paints one’s name on the 
back of a chair. 


It may be news to some film 
fans that the man who raised 
Douglas Fairbanks into the air on 
a magic carpet In “The Thief of 
Bagdad” also is raising a family 
of seven picture players, each of 
whom has been appearing in the 
movies gince infancy. He is Coy 
Watson, who began as a property 
man with Mack Sennett in 1912 
and later developed into a piano- 
wire expert; that is, a specialist in 
the art of making actors seem fo 
fly or float in air by means of 
wires invisible to the camera.

On the Nature and Limitations of Law. 
T> the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE League of Nations Covenant was 
drafted in its present succinct and 


supposedly .more legal form by two law- 
yers—Lord Philpots of England and our 
David Hunter Miller. 

But their job was merely to formulate 
in brief terms ideas which had survived 
to clash of minds in the commission on 
League of Nations under the Paris Peacs 
Conference. . There seems to be no doubt 
that Wilson was by no means alone in 
demanding that the covenant should not 
be a “lawyer's covenant.” This demand. 
if I understand it. did not reflect a slur 
against the juristic profession. It did 
reflect an honest crit#?cism of the philoso- 
phy of law which the average lawyer ap 
pears to entertain. I say “appears” be 
cause, Of course, the average plain man 
that is inextricably mixed with every 
lawyer reacts very much like the average 
layman no matter what his legalist.e 
double may say.

WHERE THE FARMER LANDED. 
Suggestion that farmers in the Middle Western 
states march upon the Republican National Conven- 
tion at Kansas City and present their grievance en 
masse is not meeting with acclaim in the big agri- 
cultural states. There are two opinions about it: 
(1) the partisan opinion that the motive is to em- 
‘barrass the party; (2) that no matter how many 
farmers went the industrialists would still control 
‘the convention. 
Such is the plight of the farmer. He has nothing 
to hope for from the Republican party, to which 


‘his industry; nor is it likely that there is any other 
| political quarter to which he can turn. That is, the 
‘farmer is the orphan of American economics. Prof.

}ably the most penetrating review of this phenomenon 
that has been attempted, says the American farmer 
must inevitably become a peasant.

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The Farmer’s Plight 


Senator From Nebraska Sketches the Distress of the Farmer in the Middle West; 


Farm Lands Have Depreciated in Value; 


Tenant Farmers Are Increasing; No 


Benefit From the Tariff; High Railroad Rates; Everyone Should Be Interested 
in Helping the Farmer Gain His Rights. 


GEORGE W. NORRIS 


HE farm situation is serious. The value 
Te farm lands and farm buildings has 

decreased enormously since 1920. The 
return on capital invested is far below 
that of industrial capital. The prices re- 
ceived by the farmers for their preducts 
far below his actual needs. On the 
ether hand farmers pay heavier taxes in 
proportion to their incomes than any other 
group. The result of all this is that 40 
per cent of the farmers are tenants who 
cultivate two-thirds of the improved acre- 
age of the country. Literally millions have 
ieft the farm in the decade since the war, 
and others will follow. Thousands of farms 
bave been put under the auctioneer’s ham- 
mer and sold for a song. Banks in the 
agricultural regions have found it increas- 
ingly difficult and dangerous to lend money 
on farms. Scores of them have come ‘to 
crief on that investment. The more pow- 
erful of them are accumulating an ever in- 
creasing farm area which makes large num- 
bers of farmers almost feudal appendages 
to wealthy banks. There is real distress 
in the farm region of the Middle West. 
‘he farmers have a real grievance.

This distress is not due to inefficiency. 
The American farmer could no doubt in- 
erease his efficiency by the further use of 
machines, fertilizers, etc. The enormous 
possibilities of American agriculture were 
g@emonstrated in part during the war emer- 
gency when more intensive cultivation was 
2 necessity. But the problem of today is 
rot that of production. The farmer pro- 
duces too much as itis. This drives down 
prices and in order to gain more, he pro- 
duces still more, thus driving prices still 
lower. The problem is in distribution, in 
marketing. 

This serious situation on the farms by 
which far reaching inequalities have been 
created and great discontent generated, is 
nat of the farmer’s making, nor did it arise 
through his neglect or inability. In the 
same way it cannot be remedied by any 
concerted action of the farm group. There 
is in the situation much that has arisen 
through political action, and therefore 
much that can be remedied in like manner. 
It may be true that the ultimate solution 
lies in the field of economics and will be 
achieved by the farmer, but politics and 
economics meet more often and more close- 
ly than is usually conceded, and political 
action can help to solve, at any rate re- 
lieve, the present distress. 

a - S ¢ _ 

It ig generally conceded that the farmer 
ought to participate ‘in any advantages 
which the manufacturer and laboring man 
derive from the tariff. But he does not. 
Kor the farmer is compelled to buy in a 
protected market and to sell in the world 
market. For that reason he does not bene- 
fit from the tariff. Tne manufacturer 
raises his price to the tariff level and has 
no foreign competition to meet until he 
goes above that level. Meanwhile the add- 
ed cost produced by the tariff is passed 
from manufacturer to jobber, to whole- 
saler, to retailer. and is finally collected 
from the consumer. Each in turn adds a 
little to the price, so that the ultimate con- 
sumer pays mote than the tariff. 

The situation is quite different with the 
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farmer. In the principal staple food prod- 
ucts the farmer produces a surplus year 
for year. His market is not only the United 
States, but he must sell his surplus in the 
competitive field against the wheat éf In- 
dia. the “Argentine, Russia, and other parts 
of the world. Despite the fact that there 
is a tariff on wheat, the price of wheat in 
the United States is ~determined by the 
price of the world market. If we produce 
a surplus of 200,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
this margin sola at world prices fixes the 
rrice in the U. S. A. Thus the great over- 
rreduction deprives the farmer of all bene- 
fits of the tariff. 

Consider further the very high cost of 
distribution paid by the farmer. Freight 
tates are passed on by the manufacturer 
in the same way as the cost of the tariff, 
until they are paid by the ultimate con- 
sumer. But the farmer 1s at the end of the 
road. He pays freight rates for what he 
buys, but he cannot pass on his freight 
rates. Whenever he sells anything the pur- 
chaser deducts freight as the first step. 
Thus the farmer pays twice. More than 
that, his freight bill has been increased 
from 50 to 75 per cent on everything he 
bought and sold since the war. 

There is also the matter of marketing or 
distributing the farmer's crop. Thousands 
et middlemen wax fat by levying tribute 
on the products of the farmer as they pass 
through his hands. The farmer receives in 
the neighborhood of $10,000,000,000 for his 
goods, while the consumers pay about $30,- 
¢00,000,000 for them. Some way can sure- 
ly be found by which the farmer shall get 
more than a mere third of the price paid 
by the consumer. :

The cry has gone up that the farmer is 
ir politics. To one that knows, this sounds 
like a poor joke. Big Business is in poli- 
tics. The railroads are in politics. All 
the trusts are ‘n politics. Not oniy are these 
combinations in politics, they are in dirty 
politics. They are spreading propaganda 
from one end of the country to the other, 
ceceitful in its nature and false in its very 
origin, and the peculiar thing about it is 
that all the expense, running into hundreds 
of millions, is charged to either the pro- 
aucer or the consumer, or both. The best 
illustration of this at present is the Power 
Trust which pours out money almost like 
water. .It is attempting to prevent the full 
cevelopment of Muscle Shoals and is de- 
manding a rakeoff when the power of the 
Colorado is developed. Men who want to 
preserve the great natural resources for the 
people are ridiculed and wheréver poasible 
driven out of public life. 

If the farmer is in pelttics. it ts because 
he has a deep interest in regaining a fair 
chance for a living, in wiping out his debts, 
and earning a fair return on his products. 
This: interest is shared by every patriotic 
citizen. Farmers are the backbone of the 
nation and any serious ill threatening them 
is certain to affect the entire country. But 
aside even from that every real American 
eught to be deeply interested in helping 
this class. now trampled underfoot. regain 
these sacred rights which our forefathers 
supposed they had put in the fundamen.

Farm Relief Veto. 


The McNary-Haugen farm bill, 
which has been before Congress in 
various forms for the last six years, 
made its way through both Houses 
for a second time, and for a sec- 
ond time was vetoed by the Pres- 
ident. 

Seldom has any measure. met 
with such severe executive con- 
demnation. An unsuccessful ef- 
fort to override the veto was made 
in the Senate. 

Though the President vetoed the 
McNary-Haugen bill on the ground 
that it provided an unwarranted 
subsidy for one class of citizens— 
the farmers—at the éxpense of the 
rest of the public, he found it con- 
sistent with the policy of the ad- 
ministration to approve the Jones- 
White shipping bill, which was 
characterized by its opponents as 
carrying a disguised ship subsidy. 
This bill aims to encourage the up- 
building of a private merchant ma- 
rine by granting loans to operators 
at low interest rates and by au- 
thorizing ocean mail carrying con- 
tracts on a basis which it is esti- 
mated will cost the Government 
$14,000,000 a year. 


Another successful bill affecting 
transportation was that increas- 
ing the capital of the Inland Wa- 
terways Corporation, which op- 
erates the barges on the Missis- 
sippi and Warrior rivers, from 
$5,000,000 to $15,000,000, and al- 
lowing it to extend its operations 
to the Illinois and Missouri rivers. 

Railroad consolidation  legisla- 
tion was again urgently recom- 
mended by the President in his 
opening message to Congress, but 
did not reach consideration on the 
floor of either House. 

Early in the session, the Navy 
Department, with the approval of 
the President, submitted a pro- 
gram to Congress calling for 74 
new vessels to cost $740,000,000. 
The program aroused strong oppo- 
sition throughout the country, with 
the result that the House provided 
for the building of only 15 cruisers 
and one airplane carrier, at a to- 
tal estimated cost of $274,000,000. 
The construction bill was caught 
in the Senate jam at the end of

Reapportionment of representa- 
tion in Congress was again shelved. 
As a result of the steady evasion 
of this question by Congress since 
1920, there will be mo reapportion- 
ment to bring the make-up of the 
House into line with the changed 
distribution of population till after 
the census of 1930. Meantime, the 
rural districts have more repre- 
sentatives than they are entitled to. 
Missouri is doomed to be the heavi- 
est loser when a reapportionment 
bill finally is passed 

For the fourth trme the Senate, 
by an overwhelming majority, ap- 
proved the Norris amendment to 
abolish the lame-dtick session of 
Congress. The proposal received a 
simple majority in the House, but 
failed of the two-thirds necessary 
to bring it before the states. 

Vetoes Unusually Numcrous. 

The closing days of the session 
saw a storm of vetoes by the Pres- 
ident. Altogethey 13 measures 
were thrown back with his disap- 
proval. The number established a 
new record for recent years, but 
fell far short of the 116 which 
President Cleveland sent to Con- 
gress during the session of 1885-86. 

President Coolidge was sustained 
in his veto of a bil authorizing the 
appropriation of $10,500,000 for 
roads across public lands in the 
West. He was sustained also on a 
minor measure creating the rank 
of bandmaster in the army. 

Three measures passed over his 
disapproval were the bill placing 
disabled emergency army officers 
on the same retirement basis as 
regular officers, the bill granting a 
10 per cent increase to postal em- 
ployes doing night work, and the 
bill providing rent, fuel, light and 
equipment allowances to fourth- 
class postmasters. 

One important nomination by the 
president, that of John J. Esch for 
reappointment as a member of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
was rejected during the _ session. 
Esch was attacked because of his 
change of vote in the lake cargo 
coal case. 

More Than 20 Investigations. 


More than 20 investigations were 
ordered by the Senate during the 
session, but only a few of these 
were completed. Among the most 
important was that which estab- 
lished the falsity of the Hearst 
“documents” and exonerated four 


Senators who were described in 
these papers as the intended recip- 
ients of money from Mexico in re- 
turn for their support of Mexican 
policies. 

The investigation of the fraudu- 
lent Continental Trading Co. 
showed that Harry F. Sinclair, one 
of the four oil men who divided:-its 
profits, used part of his share in 
helping to pay off the deficit left 
from the Republican national cam- 
paign of 1920.. The devious meth- 
ods of Will H. Hays in attempting 
to cover up the large Sinclair gift 
were brought to light. 


These and other disclosures, to- 
gether with the findings of the 
Reed committee which resulted in 
the barring of Senators-elect Smith 
and Vare from the Senate, led to 
the introduction of numerous bills 
for the regulation of campaign ex- 
penditures. None of these reached 
the stage of final action, but the 
Senate did adopt a_ resolution 
for an inquiry into the expendi- 
tures for presidential candidates 
in the current campaign. This in- 
vestigation is now going forward. 
It has shown to date an expend- 
ture of $312,744 in the interest of 
Secretary Hoover and of $106,382 
in the interest of Gov, Smith—both 
modest sums in comparison with 
the amounts uncovered by a simi- 
lar investigation in 1920.

The largest pay increase measure 
approved by both houses was the 
Welsh bill raising the pay of 135,- 
000 Federal Civil Service employes 
by about $20,000,000 a year.

The first 
of these increased to $265,000,000 
the amount authorized for public 
buildings outside of Washington 
and the second permits the acquisi- 
tion of sites in Washington for new 
Federal buildings. 

The President on the last day 
of the session signed the postal 
rates reduction bill, which is esti- 
mated to cut postal revenues by 
about $16,000,000. Other important 
legislation of the session included a 
$15,000,000 act for new hospital fa- 
cilities for World War veterans, 
the extension of the life of the 
Radio Commission for one year and

A decorative 
map is no respecter of 
inches. It shows buildings 
and street widths and 
fishes out of all proportion 
to their true relation to 
size. It depicts such 
buildings and parks as 
please the _  delineator’s 


is. the midtown section, hovering 
around Grand boulevard. Go west a 
little farther and we arrive at the up- 
town group, here designated chiefly by 
the churches of Kingshighway and 
Union boulevards.

fancy; it leaves whole 
blocks vacant and many a proud thor- 
oughfare unmarked.

And, un- 
doubtedly, therein lies a decorative 
map’s charm. 

Mr. F. Ray Leimkuehler, who drew 
this map of St. Louis, was moved to 
do so by the recent convention held 
here by the American Institute of 
Architects, After he had finished it, 
he had it printed, considerably _ re- 
duced, and it was distributed to the 
visiting members of the architects’ as- 
‘sociation. Mr. Leimkuehler is a grad- 
uate of the Washington University 
School of Architecture. For a time he 
studied at the Beaux Artes in Paris, 
und in 1920 he obtained his master's 
degree at Washington University. He 
now practices his profession in St 
Louts. 

His nap may be divided into parts. 
There is the downtown group of build- 


ings surrounding the plaza site: there 
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ing. The latter two 
are, it would seem, of. especial 
architectural significance, for, 
while the high majority of 
structures show the influence 
of some past architectural type, 
these two tall structures are 
American and contemporary 
American. They are-the prod- 
uct of the day we live in, both 
from the architect's standpoint and 
from that of the engineer. As for the 
new Courthouse, topped by its tem- 
ple, it is decidedly classic in its inspi- 
ration. 

Not far away is the City Hall. It 
shows the French influence; it {s remi- 
niscent in its general atmosphere of 
the Hotel de Ville in Paris. But go- 
ing a few blocks to the north we reach 
Christ Church Cathedral. And we nave 
jumped to the Gothic type of archi- 
tecture, late Gothic in this instance, 
and Gothic is, of course, notable for ita 
great arches.

PARIS. 
HE recent death of 
the young Viscount 
Trematon and the 
Spanish King's un- 
successful agitation 
for a divorce— 
events apparently 
unrelated on the 
surface—have com- 
bined forces to 
center international attention again 
upon the strange blood disease, haemo- 
Philia, a sinister and myeterious disor- 
der which, since the time of Queen 
Victoria, has ftalked European royalty 
like @ curse. 

In the case of Viscount Trematon, 
21-year-old son of the. Governor-Gen- 
eral of South Africa, the significance 
Of haemophilia was apparent. He 
died of it. Death from hemorrhage 
followed a few slight scratches on the 
Cheek sustained in an automobile ac- 
(ident near Lyons, France. It was an 
Injury that a ps reson of ordinary health 
Would not have noticed. But youne 
Trematon was a sufferer from haemo- 
Philla and +o all efforts to stop the 
flow of blood from even superfictal 
Scratches were in vain.

succession broken and of looking out- 
side his immediate family for a suita- 
ble heir to the throne. Not one of his 
own children is eligible to wear the 
crown. His eldest son, Alfonso, Prince 
of Asturias, is a sufferer from the dis- 
ease to such a degree that his succes- 
rion is definitely out of the question. 
Three other sons also suffer from 
physical and mental handicaps trace- 
able to bad blood, and his two daugh- 
ters, while apparently healthy, seem 
destined to be avoided, so far as mat- 
rimony ia concerned, by all the Princes 
of Europe because of the fear that they 
may be carriers of the royal curse. 


HE disease, of course, never 
would appear in the daughters. 
That is one of its peculiarities. 
It never attacks women, but women in- 
herit it and pass it along to their chil- 
dren. Men, on the other hand, suffer 
from it themselves, but do not trans- 
mit it directly. They pase it alongtotheir 
grandsons through their daughters 
In Alfonso’s family the affliction is 
believed to have come down through 
Queen Victoria Ena from her grand- 
mother, Queen Victoria of England 
Though Alfonso himself. brought 
plenty of the bad blood of the Haps- 
burgs and Bourbons into the union, he 
rennot be blamed for the haemophilia 
curse. That had to come from the 
mother’s side. He hoped, therefore, 


i Ly remarriage into a more able-bodied 


line, to sidetrack the disease. Hence the 


-aunnulment plan. In that move he ad- 


mittedly had small chance of success. 
Not only was it strongly opposed by 
the Vatican, but even more vigorously 
by the Court of St. James. A confiden- 
tial messenger erent to London to 
sound out the sentiment returned with 
word that the British people would 
resent as an offénse to national pride 
and as an insult to the royal family 
any attempt to annul the marriage. 
Alfonso would have to solve his prob- 
lem in some other way. So apparently 
the solution decided upon is that of 
making his nephew, Prince Alfonso, 
son of his eldest sister, the heir to the 
Spanish crown. Prince Alfonso is a 
young cavalry officer of robust 
physique. 

It is not uncommon to find in roy- 
alty both physical and mental defects 
traceable to profligacy and intermar- 
riage of relatives. Royalty fairly reeks 
with the taint of consanguinity. Usu- 
ally, however, the ills ‘are traced to 
profligate ancestors. One of the 
extraordinary features of the haemo- 
philia curse, therefore, is that it is 
traced to one so blameless as Queen 
Victoria. the revered and honored 
“grandmother of Europe.’ Yet that is 
precisely the case. It has been estab- 
lished with a fair degree of certainty 
that she inherited it from her mother, 
the Duchess of Kent, and proceeded 
innocently to scatter it all over Eu- 
rope. It has seemed most virulent 
in the present generation, with three 
of Queen Victoria's great-grandsons 
showing the most pronounced cases. 
Two of these, Viscount Trematon and 
Czarevitch Alexis of Russia, are dead, 
and the third, the Prince of Asturias. 
ia in such delicate health that he is 
forced to wear a suit of rubber un- 
derclothing at all times to protect him 
from possible scratches. Murdered by 
the revolutionists, the young Czare- 
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vitch escaped long 
suffering and pos- 
sible death from 
haemophilia, but 
he was an invalid 
from it through- 
out his short 
career and had to 
be carried even 
about tie house. Circumstances of 
the death of Viscount Trematon per- 
haps indicate best how the sinister dis- 
ease operates. He was a son of the 
Earl of Athlone and Princess Alice of 
England. His maternal grandfather 
was the late Duke of Albany, son of 
Queen Victoria, who was himself af- 
flicted with haemophilia to such a 
degree that he died from hemorrhage 
which accompanied an ordinary minor 
surgical operation. His grandson, the 
Viscount, appeared to be a young man 
of fair health, but he lived in constant 
dread of injury, however slight. Any 
injury that would break the skin held 
the potentiality of being fatal. 


VENTUALLY he suffered that 
k injury, as almost anybody ia 

bound to do. His cheek was 
scratched slightly in a motor smash- 
up. But that was enough. It was im- 
possible to stop the bleeding. The En- 
glish court rushed Dr. Hewitt, a spe- 
Clalist in the treatment of haemophilia, 
to France in an airplane, but he war 
able to do nothing. The Queen. of 
Spain, whose whole married life has 
been a tragedy because she passed the 
disease along to her eldest son, also 
rallied to the Viscount’s afd with her 
court druggist, who had discovered 
what he believed to be a remedy. But 
he, too, was powerless. His treatment

involved the chewing 
of a capsule, and the 
sick man was forbid- 
den to chew, as that 
started the hemor- 
rhages anew. The doc- 
tors talked of a blood 
transfusion operation 
but recalling that the 
youth's grandfather had died from 
such an operation, they abandoned 
the idea and allowed nature to take 
its course, 

For a month the patient lay with 
his head swathed in bandages anil 
slowly bleeding to death. Exactly a 
month after the accident he died, the 
best medical talent procurable from 
two royal families having been unable 
to help him in the slightest. That fs 
the way haemophilia works. Though 
ii has been known for possibly a hun- 
dred years, it baffles the doctors as 
much today as it ever did. In a re- 
cent magazine article on the subject 
of haemophilia, a London specialist 
had this to say: 

“People who suffer from this. dis- 
ease are known as bieeders. There 
it a popular belief that the abnormal! 
tendency to serious hemorrhage on 
very slight provocation is the result 
of the victim. being born with on: 
layer of skin missing. 

“The affliction, in reality, has 
nothing to do with the askin; it is an 
hereditary abnormality in the com- 
rosition of the blood 

“The exact nature of this abnormal- 
ity can be surmised, but the reason of 
ites hereditary nature has so far haf- 
fied all investigatore. The character

“Thus, males suffer 

from the disease, but

‘A bleeder is a person who 
bleeds profusely from any slight 
injury and the resulting hemor- 
rhage is extremely difficult to 
arrest. Bleeders usually have 
very bad teeth, but the extrac- 
tion of a tooth is a most peril- 
ous adventure from _ which 
few really bad bleeders ever re- 
cover. 

“There are, of course, de- 
grees of severity in haemophil- 
ia. The worst cases are those 
which appear in early infancy. 
Apart from the risk to life oc- 
casioned by profuse external 
bleeding, a bleeder is a chronic 
invalid, who is a source of very 
serious anxiety to all concerned, 
for he may at any moment sauf- 
fer from a profuse internal 
hemorrhage. 

“The internal nemorrhages are spe- 
Cilally Mable to attack the joints, and 
if they are frequently repeated they 
cause very profound crippling. For 
some unexplained reason, the hemor- 
rhages favor the night season. A 
slight scratch occurring during the 
day. a scratch which gave no trouble 
at the time, will start bleeding pro- 
fusely during the night. so that the 
patient and his bed linen present an 
appalling picture in the morning. In 
bad cases, children seldom attain ma- 
turity, but in those less, severe, a man 
may lead a useful life and beget chil- 
dren. 

“Haemophilia came into the British 
royal family through Queen Victoria's 
mother, the Duchess of Kent. Only one 
of the Queen's sons, the Duke of Al- 
bany, suffered from the disease, but 
some of her daughters transmitted it. 
The little Czarevitch who was so bru- 
tally murdered was one instance of 
such transmission, and the Prince of 
Asturias is another. The disease, how- 
ever, seems to have passed completely 
out of the British royal family.” 

In a measure, this strange and sin- 
ister disease was one of the principal 
causes of the overthrow of the Ruasian 
monarchy and the troubles that have 
heset Russia since that time. Far- 
fetched as it may seem, it was, in the 
eame way, an indirect factor in Amer- 
ica’s entry into the World War. 


HE young Czarevitch Alexis in- 
herited it from his mother, who 
was a granddaughter of Queen 
Victoria He was in such a delicate 
atate from the day of his birth that the 
Czarina searched the entire world for 
a person who could heal him Finalis 
the notorious Rasputin appeared and 
practicing some sort of religious sor- 
cery, was able to help the boy—-or 
achieve the appearance of having 
helped him—in some of his worst at 
tacks. In that way he won the grati- 
tude of the Czarina and ultimately 
drew her completely under his influ- 
ence. At last his orgies among the 
ladies of the court and his meddlin- 
in state affairs broke down the conf! 
dence of the army and people in the 
Government and imperial family. The 
disaster of revolution followed. With 
very little stretching of the imagina 
tion {it can almost be said that th- 
Czarevitch’s malady figured in Amer'- 
ca’s entry into the war. for if Ruaeis

had been a stronger factor in the war 
America might have been able to stay 
out. 

Before those frightful last days at 
Ekaterinburg in 1917, when the frail 
Czarevitch was killed as he wept for 
his slain father, there were 13 years 
of physical suffering endured by this 
unfortunate lad. After the croup and 
measles of early childhood came the 
usual falls and accidents of boyhood, 
but with the alarming difference that 
a violent hemorrhage followed the 
slightest cut. The Czar, who was deep- 
ly devoted to his invalid son, often had 
to lift him in his arms. In 1913, when 
the Romanoff dynasty had a tercente- 
nary celebration, the heir to the 300- 
year-old empire had to be carried into 
the ceremonies in the Kazan Cathe- 
dral 

At 10 the Czarevitch was photo- 
graphed at a table putting pine In a 
map. with an army officer and an at- 
tendant at hand to see that the chiid 
not only would understand the map, 
but that he would not stick himself 
by accident with these same pins. Even 
while very young the boy keenly felt 
his handicap

They have never seen a moving 
picture or a bathtub or an electric 
light. Several! of them have never 
ridden on a_e train—and don't 
want to. One has persistently re- 
fused to walk the quarter of a 
mile from their plantation to the 
railroad to see what a train looks 
like. They would not have one 
of those ‘‘new-fangled cookstoves 
in the house,’’ maintaining that 
food.tastes better when cooked in 
the open fireplace in the old-fash- 
joned way. 

Their house is old—very old. 
And it hasn’t changed any in all 
the years they have liver in it, 
except to grow older with them. 
It is beginning to show the effects 
of wear, as do the old women who 
live in it. Their chimney is built 
of light-wood sticks, riven out and 
placed criss-cross, with clay in be- 
tween and clay-lined inside. It 
doesn’t sound very substantial, but 
it has withstood the test of scores 
of years. 


HESE women §$ still grow 
their own cotton and wool 
and do their own carding, 
spinning and weaving. They color 
their yarns with dyes made by 
boiling the bark of certain trees. 
Their clothing is all hand-woven 
and hand-made.. Miss Martha pos- 
sesses a calico frock ‘that was a 
gift. This dress is much treas- 
ured and is worn only on state oc- 
casions. They make their hats out 
of cornshucks folded into triangles 
and stitched together. A. dark 
band around the crown, also hand- 
made, puts the finishing touch and 
renders them quite attractive. 

Their bedspreads are also made 
at home. 
intricate in design and pattern. 
One in particular is ornamented 
with a large flower pot in the cen- 
ter, with a luxuriant plant grow- 
ing out of it. The material is 
woven into three strips and the 
edges whipped together by hand. 
Then it is laid on a bedspread of 
the same pattern and a pewter 
plate rubbed vigorously over it. 
This leaves on the new spread a 
black imprint of the design under 
it. It is then tufted by felling 
over heavy broomstraw, with soft 
cotton thread. The straw is then 
slipped out and a small pair of 
scissors run _ inside to cut the 
thread through the loops thus left. 
It is very simple when you know 
how. 

Antique hunters would. be 
lighted with the treasures to be 
found in this quaint old. home. 
Bedsteads corded with ropes and 
without springs are still in use in 
the Council home. The old ladies 
sleep in feather beds made from 
the down of their own geese. Their

light in the evenings they depend 
on the glowing pine knots’ that 
burn in the open fireplace winter 
and summer. 

The diet of this family is as 
simple as their other manner of 
life. They eat practically no kind 
of meat except pdérk, and this they 
cure themselves from their own 
hogs.. They grow all their veg- 
etables in their own garden, doing 
the work of cultivation them- 
selves. Since they make their own 
clothing as well as raise their own 
food, money is about as necessary 
to them as ball gowns or shock ab- 
sorbers. 

Originally there were 12 chil- 
dren in the family, 10 girls and 
two boys. Only two of them ever 
married. But one by they 
have died until but five remain. 
These five sisters live together in 
the same house that. sheltered 
their father before them. 
are surrounded by the same fur- 
niture that their mother used. 
They are now rapidly approach- 
ing the sunset of life, but are:still 
“carrying on.”’ 

Until the Civil War the Councils 
were large slave owners and their 
broad acres yielded heavy har- 
vests. But now the big pine trees 
are flourishing where once the 
corn and cotton grew. The forest 
is again creeping up to their door 
sill. It is the eternal struggle be- 
tween man and “nature 
fought again—and this time na- 
ture is winning. The battle is go- 
ing against these old ladies all the 
time. : 

They no longer try to farm the 
place except for their own needs. 
They will not market their stuff. 
and so have no nioney with which 
to pay for help.. They are suffi- 
cient unto themselves. But they 
cannot beat the forest back with 
their feeble old hands. A little 
patch of cotton, a little patch of 
corn, and their vegetable garden 
are all they can manage.

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Crime Committee Would Leave 
Determination of Criminal 
Responsibility to Psychiatrists 


Report Urges States to Follow Massachusetts 
and Colorado in Taking Insanity Hearings 
Out of the Hands of Incompetent Juries 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 4. — If the 
United States followed the logic of 
the psychiatrist in his diagnosis of 
the crime situation and reformed 
its criminal codes and court tech- 
nique ‘accordingly, far from help- 
ing the criminal, as has been mis- 
takenly supposed, it would result in 
considerably greater social protec- 
tion, asserts a report of recom- 
mendations of a special committee 


of the National Crime Commission, 
on the medical aspects of crime in 
relation to juries and the insanity 
plea. 

“The utter absurdity of entrust- 
ing the difficult determination of 
the mental responsibility of an 
accused person for his acts to 12 
laymen, admittedly unable to pass 
on the question from their’ own 
knowledge or training, has been 
made so manifest in the recent trial 
of George Remus in Cincinnati as 
to lead this committee to make this 
special report, “the announcement 
states.” It is our hope that. the 
interest and indignation aroused 
at the results of this trial will lead 
to a general demand on the part of 
the public that our legal procedure 
in this matter be entirely altered, 
and the committee desires partic- 
ularly to call attention to the long 
step that has already been taken 
in this direction by the states of 
Massachusetts and Colorado, with 
most promising results in consti- 
tutionality. 

“Sudden Insanity” Myth. 


“Both states have adopted the 
same fundamental idea of removing 
the determination of the sanity of 
the accused from the jury and 
placing it in the hands of disin- 
terested qualified experts in the 
study of mental diseases. 

“If Ohio had such a law, we 
may be sure that Mr. Remus would 
not have been acquitted by the 
jury. Sound psychiatry recognizes 
no such condition as/‘sudden in- 
sanity,’ the excuse der which he 
for his crime. 


phasize 
year’s investigation of the subject 
with the assistance and advice of 
poth physicians and lawyers who 
have given this matter years of 
thought, that instead of being the 
main issue in the conduct of a 
criminal trial, as it has so often 
appeared to be, the question of re- 
sponsibility upon mental grounds 
should be disposed of before trial. 
“The insanity plea is now used 
when all other legal. means of sav- 
ing the prisoner from the cuuee- 
quences of his act are exhausted, 
and it is highly likely that under 
a more adequate code and a more 
intelligent trial procedure, it will 
be only a secondary issue in the ma- 
jority of cases. The experience of 
Massachusetts, which has adopted 
a new and much wiser course in 
the handling of capital cases than 
any other State, would seem. to 
bear this out. 
Average Jury Unqualified. 
“Dr. Vernon Briggs, who spon- 
sored the legislation making the re- 
form of court procedure in such 
cases possible, reports that since 
the law providing for the mental 
examinations of persons accused 
of a capital offense and those in- 
dicted for a felony more than 
once, was passed in 1921, there 
has been an average of less than 
one case a year in which alienists 
have been employed by the defense 
in trials. It has effectually stop- 
ped the discredited practice of 
mental experts taking :employment 
on either side of a capital case for 
large fees, and has saved the State 
costly trials in a number of cases. 
Experts Advise 100 Judges. 
“Those especially trained and 
expert in the study of mental! dis- 


eases and abnormalities should be 


called on to help the judge dispose 


of the question of insanity, should 
it be raised, before, not during, the 
trial. He shduld not be the too! 
either of the prosecutor in his at- 
tempt to convict the prisoner or of 
the defense attorney trying to free 
him on the ground of his mental 
condition. Judges are. beginning 
to appreciate this. 

“A survey of our medical sub- 
committee now in progress shows 
s0 far that over 100 courts in 31 
States are now employing psychi- 
atric service in efforts to deal 
more effectively with the cases that 
come before them. There js also a 
growing use of such service with 
quite general recognition of its val- 
ue on the part of American pris- 
ons, reformatories and juvenile in- 
stitutions. 


Psychiatric Aid for Courts. 


“The committee desires particu- 
larly to call the attention of the 
public and those interested in im- 
mediate legislation for this glaring 
weakness in the criminal procedure 


to the iollowing changes proposed | 


by the American Psychiatric Asso- 
ciation in respect to trial and pro- 
cedure. 

“Its recommendations include: 
fa) that the disposition of all mis- 
demeanants and felons be based 
upon study of the individual offen- 
der by properly qualified and im.- 
partial experts co-operating with 
the courts; (b) that such experts 
be appointed by the courts with 
provision for remuneration from 
public funds; (c) that prisoners be 
discharged or released upon parole 
orly after complete and competent 
psychiatric examination with find- 
ings favorable for successful re- 
habilitation; and (d) that the in- 
curably inadequate, incompetent 
and anti-social offenders be in- 
terned permanently, without re- 
gard to the particular offense com- 
mitted. 

Provisions of Reform Laws. 


“For those who have not fol- 
lowed the trend of reform in this 
direction, the Massachusetts laws 
briefly require, whenever a person 
is indicted for a capital offense or 
whenever a person is indicted for 
any other offense more than once, 
or has been previously convicted of 
a felony, that the State Department 
of Mental Diseases be notified, to 
the end that the defendant shall be 
examined with a view to determin- 
ing the existence or nonexistence 
of any mental disease or defect 
which would affect his criminal re- 
sponsibility. 

“The department then files a re- 
port of its investigation and exam- 
ination with the clerk of the court 
in which the trial is to be held, and 
the report is accessible to the 
Court, the District Attorney and to 
the attorney for the accused, and is 
admissible as evidence of the men- 
tal condition of the accused. 

“The Colorado statute provides 
for the commitment of the de- 
fendant to a State hospital for men- 
tal diseases for observation for a 
period not exceeding one month, 
immediately upon a plea of insan- 
ity. The Judge may also appoint 
a commission of one or more phy- 
sicians, specialists in mental dis- 
eases, to examine the defendant 
during said period, and he may 
call and examine these  phy- 
sicians as witnesses at the trial. 
After the period of observation, 
the case, in the discretion of the 
Court, may be either set for trial 
on the insanity issue alone and the 
defendant committed to the custo- 
dy of the State hospital, or held for 
trial, dependent on the verdict of 
the jury, or be tried on the main 
case.” 

In making public the report, 
Newton D. Baker, chairman of the 
National Crime Commission, said 
the commission felt the report “to 
be particularly timely in view of 
the general attention attracted to 
the weakness of American criminal 
practice as regards the plea of in- 
sanity.

NEW YORK, June 4.—John J. 
Raskob, -chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the General Motors 


Corporation and director of cor- 
porations employing more than 
300,000 men, made public yester- 
day a letter to Col. Patrick H. Cal- 
lahan of Louisville, Ky., telling 
why, as a matter of good citizen- 
ship and the father of 12 children, 
he is opposed to prohibition. Ras- 
kob’s letter is in reply to a letter 
from Col. Callahan he found await- 
ing him on his return from Eu- 
rope a few days ago taking him 
to task for his connection with the 
National Association Against Pro- 
hibition. 

Callahan, who is president of the 
Louisville Varnish Co., will be re- 
called through his attack upon the 
candidacy of Gov. Smith, April 
21, in which he charged the Gov- 
ernor’s friends with responsibility 
for the introduction of the re- 
ligious issue into the campaign. 

“The. procedure of the Smith 
campaign constitutes, in my judg- 
ment,” Callahan write at that time, 
“a distinct disservice to the Cath- 
olic Church and is a menace to 
the future political destinies of this 
country.” 

Two vears previously Callahan 
addressed a letter to the Pope, 
asking him to order American 
Catholics to observe and help en- 
force the prohipition laws. The 
letter was denounced by Mgr. John 
lL. Belford of Brooklyn as “im- 
pudent and contemptible” and the 
product of a committee “of which 
90 per cent of the members hate 
the Pope and nine and nine-tenths 
loathe and despise him.” 

Lack of Respect for Law. 
Raskob’s letter to Callahan says: 
“I am not a drinking man (this 

does not mean I never take a 
drink), am a director in corpora- 
tions employing over 300,000 work-

“We as a people seem to be los- 
ing all sense of respect for our- 
Selves and our fellow men, with 
the result that in a thoroughly in- 
tolerant attitude we hesitate not a 
minute to secure an Organized 
minority, or even a majority, to at- 
tempt by resolution or law, to im- 
pose our will on a large body of 
people in matters where no moral 
wrong is involved and where lib- 
erty is curtailed. 

What Intolerance Has Done. 


“The intolerant attitude of KEn- 
gland toward the people of the 13 
colonies resulted in rebellion and 
the great suffering of those colo- 
nists gave birth to a Constitution of 
the United States, which breathed 
of freedom and liberty. The spirit 
underlying the framing of the Con. 
stitution was one of tolerance and 
not of prohibition, and no police 
powers were delegated to the Fed- 
eral Government and with the sole 
exceptions of the fifteenth and 
eighteenth amendments the sta es 
to date have delegated no police 
power to our Federal Government. 
Both the fifteenth and eighteenth 
amendments fail to square With the 
spirit of freedom which gave birth 
to the original decument. A large 
number of people feel that a ma- 
jority in this country have no more 
right to curtail their freedom with 
respect to drinking beer, wines or 
even spirits than they have to deny 
free religious worship. These peo- 
ple feel they do no wrong in the 
sight of God when they buy and 
consunre beer, wines and liquors ° .

FEDERAL RESERVE REPORTS 
HIGHEST LEVEL OF’ CREDIT 


May Discounts $800,000,000, De- 
spite Effort to Check Loans 
for Stock Deals. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The 
highest level of credit ever. at- 
tained by member banks of the 
Federal Reserve system was 
reached in the middle of May ‘in 
spite of efforts of the board to 
check the increasing volume. of 
bank loans for transactions in se- 
curities. 

In a statement today, the board 
said that during recent months in- 
creasing pressure On member banks 
through gold exports, sales of se- 
curities by the reserve banks and 
advances in rediscount rates had 
not had the effect of arresting the 
rapid expansion of member bank 
credit. 

“The policy of the reserve banks, 


however, has resulfed in greatly 
increasing the indebtedness of 
member banks to the reserve 


banks,” the statement added. “In 
the middle of May discounts by the 
reserve banks for member banks 
amounted to $800,000,000, the 
largest in more than four. years, 
and in addition the reserve banks 
held $350,000,000 in acceptances 
purchased from the member banks 
and from dealers. ' 

“That these banks, in turn,. pass 
the pressure on to the borrowing 
public is evidenced by the rise in 
open-market money rates (7 per 
cent for call money today) and the 
closer scrutiny to which many loans 
are subjected. Unless a change oc- 
curs in the direction of gold move- 
ments or in the open-market poli- 
cy of the Federal Reserve system, 
the only means by which the mem- 
ber banks will be able to reduce 
their debt at the reserve banks 
is a sale of investments or a grad- 
val contraction of their loan ac- 
count.”

The Race, Astrologically Speaking. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 
OU and your readers may be inter- 


ested in an astrological preview of 
the possibility of some of the outstanding 
aspirants for 
voming election in November. We shall 
‘gee some of the greatest shifts in the 
personnel of our Government that have 
eccurred in years. 

If the Republican pilots would only 
take one look at the presefit and coming 
conditions of Calvin Coolidge’s horo- 
scope, there would be no talk of draft- 
ing him as a candidate to succeed him- 
self as President. He will be under such 
adverse vibrations at the beginning of 
November that he simply could not be 
re-elected. 

If the Democratic convention had 
been held three weeks ago, Al Smith 
would probably have been nominated on 
the first ballot, but June 26 will bring 
another picture at Houston. Still, Smith 
may be nominated—but not without a 
stiff battle. If he is the standard bearer 
of the Democrats, November will bring 
him very favorable indications for elec- 
tion. It would require a much stronger 
candidate than any 1 have seen men- 
tioned by the Republicans to defeat him 
at that time. But, even though elected, 
Al Smith would yet have many tribula- 
tions to go through before seating him- 
self in the chair on March 4, 1929. 

It would be wise for both major 
parties to nominate other representa- 
tives at their coming conventions. 

William G. McAdoo’s decision to re- 
main out of the presidential race of 192§ 
was well made, for it would be little 
more than an expensive gesture on his 
part. He should guard his finances this 
year, ‘particularly in July, and also in 
March, 1929. 

It is doubtful that the Republican con- 
vention will nominate Secretary Hoover. 
He could be elected in November only 
against an opponent whose planetary 
indications will be very weak and worse 
than his in November. In 1932, how- 
ever, Mr. Hoover could probably be 
elected to any office to which he might 
aspire, 

James A. Reed, the active Senator 
from Missouri, should save his resources 
and efforts for a more propitious time, 
according to the testimonies of his horo- 
scope. 

Frank O. Lowden has very little to 
look forward to in the way of public 
and national recognition this year. It 
is almost impossible for him to obtain 
the nomination; but if he does, he would 
stand but small chance of election in 
November. 

Charles G. Dawes is the best bet of the 
Republicans, if they want to remain in 
power; but it is doubtful that his party 
will appreciate this fact at the time of 
the convention in Kansas City. 

A very strong probability looms on the 
political horizon—that qa new group will 
be formed within the next few months. 
with more than even chances of upset- 
ting both the old parties in November. 
Such drastic changes in the political and 
international situation of the United 
States are coming that nothing will sur- 
prise the student of planetary influences 
on mundane affairs.

THE APPEAL TO MR. FREUND. 


Arthur J. Freund, a member of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, has been asked to run for the 
Republican nomination for Circuit Attorney. The 
petition is signed by 58 business men. Mr. Freund 
has the matter under advisement and will announce 
his decision early this week. Meantime he feels high- 
ly complimented by this expression of confidence in 
him. The testimonial is one which any citizen might 
prize. 

But there is more to this petition than a compli- 
ment to Mr. Freund. There is a protest here against 
the administration of the Circuit Attorney’s office by 
the incumbent, Mr. Sidener. There is a protest here 
against Mr. Sidener’s candidacy for the nomination 
to succeed himself. Just how much this appeal to 
Mr. Freund reflects public semiment can only be sur- 
mised. It is a fair inference, we think, that it re- 
flects a great body of public opinion. 

Should Mr. Freund decide to enter the race there 
will be four candidates in the field besides Mr. 
Sidener. That is all to Mr. Sidener’s liking. He fig- 
ures the other contestants will divide the opposition 
to his renomination, thus assuring his victory by 
virtue of his personal thick-and-thin support. This 
reasoning is plausible, It is the reasoning, too, of 
the typical politician. And if there were not a covey 
of contestants for the nomination Mr. Sidener would 
likely have persuaded some of his friends to file as 
ostensible rivals. That would be politics as practiced 
by politicians of dubious records who realize they 
cannot win on their merits and, therefore, resort to 
the tricks of the game. 

That Mr. Sidener could be nominated in a man-to- 
man contest with a Republican of Mr. Freund’s char- 
acter is decidedly improbable. The Sidener record 
is bad; glaringly bad in the notorious instances of 
the Rutherford and Motlow cases; impliedly bad in 
numerous minor instances; bad in the public’s im- 
pression. There is no denying that judgment. And 
there is no denying the fact that, should he be re- 
nominated Mr. Sidener will be a dead weight on 
his party’s ticket. It is a reasonable presumption, 
too, that, if Mr. Sidener is nominated, public opin- 
ion will hold the Republican party leaders largely re- 
sponsible. Certainly informed public opinion is sure 
to believe that the party leaders, if they would, could 
have dissuaded Mr. Sidener from soliciting further 
preferment from the public. The party leaders have 
not done this. On the contrary, the notion pretty 
widely prevails that the party leaders have approved 
Mr. Sidener’s candidacy. 

The Post-Dispatch is not concerned about what may 
happen to the Republican party of St. Louis, or its 
leaders, or to any other party. But the Post-Dis- 
patch is tremendously concerned in the repute and

NOT A NEWSPAPER STUNT 


Efforts by the defense to show that Col. Robert W. 
Stewart was the victim of a newspaper stunt are in 
keeping with the insincerity that has characterized 
all the defensive tactics in the oil scandal. 

Reopening the inquiry to ascertain what became of 
the rest of the Continental bonds was anything but 
a newspaper stunt. It was a public service which the 
Post-Dispatch is proud to have performed. The de- 
fense for Col. Stewart is preparing to point out that 
had it not been for the Post-Dispatch and its re 
porters there would have been no reopening of the 
inquiry. It goes so far as to take the deposition of 
Paul Y. Anderson, of the Post-Dispatch, for the pur- 
pose of proving that he, rather than any member of 
the investigating committee, devised the two direct 
questions which Col. Stewart refused to answer, and 
for which refusal he now stands in contempt of the 
Senate. 

That is all quite true. Except for the Post-Dis- 
patch and its reporters, the country would not know 
today what became of the rest of the Continental 
bonds. Mr. Sargent, the Attorney General, virtually 
repulsed a Post-Dispatch reporter when efforts were 
made to ascertain if the Department of Justice would 
try to find out what became of them. The paper 
then turned through its reporters to members of the 
Senate, through whom the inquiry was finally re- 
sumed. Certainly no greater service to the country 
than this has ever been rendered by any newspaper. 
The second act of the Teapot Dome expose was more 
devastating than the first. It was in this second 
act that the country learned of the practices of the 
Republican National Committee in the regime of Will 
Hays. Such big figures as Mr. Mellon, all tarred by 
the same stick, were on the stage in that second act 


of a great national drama. As Shakspeare said,| 


they all had their exits and their entrances. Some of 
them had to be dragged on, and others had to be 
carried off; but in one way or other they all said 


controlled the Republican party, showing the govern- 
ment to be corrupt, the second act may be said to 
have left the leaders of the party without a shred 
of respectability. It was a true revelation. No doubt 
millions of the American people, already half con- 
vinced of the dishonesty and immorality of that pow- 
erful group of overlords, were fully convinced of it 
then. 

No, it was not a newspaper stunt. It was a needed 
public service. The Post-Dispatch has no apprehen- 
‘sion that Col. Stewart’s lawyers can make it appear 
to have been anything less. It was a service which 
held the mirror up to the country and enabled it to 
see itself. If it sent powerful men into disgrace, 
and if it blasted the smug respectability of the rul- 
ing group in American politics, it still was salutary 
and had within it the quality of healing. The coun- 
try is better off for it, and the Post-Dispatch, how- 
ever Col. Stewart’s defense construes it, rejoices to 
have so conspicuously served the country.

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THE RADIO COMMISSION’S ORDER. 

The Federal Radio Commission has declined to re-’ 
new the licenses of 162 broadcasting stations. These 
licenses expired June 1, and they have been extended 
until Aug. 1 to permit the stations affected to show 
cause why they should not be discontinued. While 
on its face a sweeping move to clear the air, an 
analysis shows the commission’s order to be far less 
important than it sounds. 

WLIB, which used to broadcast Liberty Magazine 
programs from Chicago, has already been discon- 
tinued, having transferred its rights to WGN, the 
Chicago Tribune station. KFKX, Hastings, Neb., 
station of the Westinghouse Electric, has been taken 
over by KYW, the Chicago Westinghouse station. 
These are two instances where the commission’s or- 
der is of only technical application. ; 

The order includes KFQA, WMAY and KFWF, St. 
Louis stations. Two of these stations—KFQA and 
WMAY, have been using only an hour a week and 
their discontinuance would affect the local situation 
only in a very minor way. Sjmilarly, the elimination 
of such small.stations as WLBO, WJBL and WHBF 
in Illinois mean nothing to the general radio public, 
since they are never heard outside of a small area. 

Furthermore, even if it were granted that the com- 
mission’s action is a step in the right direction, it is 
not certain its order will be effective against any 
station which makes.a battle for its preservation. 

What is needed most from the commission is not a 
charge of buckshot against unimportant stations, but 
the regulation of those of 500 watts or better. The 
real problem lies there. The commission has be- 
fore it an excellent report of general radio conditions, 
compiled by the Institute of Radio Engineers, upon 
which it might base a solution of the problem. The 
thesis of this report is there are only a certain num- 
ber of stations which can be operated practicably, and 
the way to cure the present chaos is to make a dras- 
tic reduction to this number. The report, of course, 
mentions no stations by name and its conclusions are 
based ‘purely on technical grounds.

But any- 
one who has been called upon to 
read great quantities of manuscript 
verse, differing in no way from 
Julia Moore’s and written by peo- 
ple living in our-day of incandes- 
cent enlightenment, will hardly ac- 
cept that view. Furthermore, noth- 
ing that poor foolish Julia ever 
wrote even remotely approaches the 
perfect idiocy of certain alleged 
poetry that is taken seriously »y 
influential literary groups just 
now. 

Our human folly is a very hardy 
perennial, and it is yielding boun- 
tifully in the salubrious social cli- 
mate of our day. Surely those 
who crave to laugh need not dig 
up our past. 


Some years ago the late Henry 
E. Huntington purchased at the 
sale of the collection of S,_ S. 
Christie-Miller of London, the 
truly unique copy of “New Mexico, 
Otherwise, The Voiage of Anthony 
of Espeio,”’ published in London in 
1587.

He 
should not be a tool of propagan- 
dists, nor rest lazily on the conven- 
tional ideas flung to him from 
every side. 

“Science does not satisfy the 
craving for truth. The road. of 
every science always leads to the 
metaphysical. 

“God has not put us into. this 
world to mock us. Atheism, infi- 
delity and so-called rationalism are 
unreasonable, for they are not an 
honest quest for truth. Nor is pub- 
lic opinion an arbiter of truth; con- 
science, properly enlightened, is 
man’s only arbiter of truth. Know- 
ledge has no real worth unless it 
leads man to his God and his Mak- 
er.”

analyzed can drink without risk of 
health, while those who cannot do 
so must either do without or take 
great risks of being poisoned. 

“It is for this reason that the 
great mass of our workmen and

Is 
it any wonder they should rebel? 

“My experience is that children 
older folks, are 
quick, alert and particularly keen 
in listening to what their elders 
Say and do. What impressions are 
registering on the minds of my 
sons and daughters when they see 
thoroughly reputable and success- 
ful men and women drinking, talk- 
bootleggers,. the 
good ‘stuff’ they get and express- 
ing contempt for the Volstead law? 
At our home we can and do teach 
temperance in all things; none of 
our children drink intoxicants, buf 
what ideas are forming in their 
young and fertile brains with re- 
spect to law and order? 


“They observe people in every 
walk of life merrily violating fool- 
ish blue laws, foolish speed laws, 
etc., that every sensible. citizen 
knows are made to be broken and 
not enforced. The farmers in Con- 
necticut and Delaware Legislatures 
were strong enough to have laws 
passed prohibiting daylight saving 
time in those States. They would 
not tolerate the desire of city folks 
to have an hour more of daylight 
in which to play in the summer 
time. 


“The result is that Yale Univer- 
sity in Connecticut and the people 
of the city of Wilmington, in Dela- 
ware rebel, pay no attention what- 
ever to the law and merely ali 
agree to set their watches back an 
hour at 2 a. m. on a certain Sun- 
day in April and return to stand- 
ard time in October. This is an- 
other illustration of the failure or 
prohibition born of intolerance and 
lack of respect for liberty and free- 
dom. 

“The menace of prohibitory laws 
is the spirit of intolerance under. 
lying their adoption and this is 
bound to result in rebellion. 

“My whole desire and effort is 
to try to bring my fellow-citizens 
back into the atmosphere that gave 
birth to our constitution—an at- 
mosphere of brotherly love which 
spells tolerance and a keen respect 
for ourselves, for each other, for 
our laws, institutions, and, above 
all, respect for our God, our liberty 
and our freedom. 

“No one can survey or study the 
results of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead law during 
the past nine years without coming 
to the conclusion that their admin- 
istration has been a complete fail- 
ure. Mr. Hoover thinks and many 
others did at one time think pro- 
hibition a great and noble social 
experiment. But it has failed and 
I personally cannot conceive of 
any experiment founded on intol- 
erance and not on good morals, 
being noble. 

“Certainly I, as a citizen of the 
United States, am entitled to my 
opinions, as long as they are hon- 
estly conceived. 

“IT have never owned, and, as far

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STEWART 10 TESTIFY 
AT CONTEMPT TRIAL 


Scores Point by Having Appli- 
cation for Habeas Corpus 
Writ Read. to Jury.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Slow 
progress was made today in the 
trial of Robert W. Stewart, chair. 
man of the board of directors of 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, 
for refusing to answer questions of 
the Senate oil committee. The 
prosecution took up hour after 
hour reading the volumineus rec- 
orl of the Senate Committee’s hear- 
ings of proceedings at the time the 
oil man refused to answer two 
questions propounded by commit- 
tee members. 

Before the reading of this tran- 
script started, the prosecution also 
read Stewart's petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus at the time he 
was being held in the custody of 
the Senate’s Sergeant-at-Arms for 
his refusa] to testify. 

In introducing Stewart's plea for 
a writ of habeas corpus the Gov- 
ernment scored a point as the de- 
fense endeavored to keep this out 
of the record. In his plea for the 
writ Stewart set forth that he had 
been summoned before the com. 
mittee as a witness, had been asked 
questions and had refused to an- 
swer them on the ground that they 
were not pertinent to the inquiry 
and concerned his personal busi- 
ness. 

It appeared likely that the re. 
mainder of the court day would be 
used by the prosecution in present- 
ing documentary evidence. 

Frank J. Hogan, chief defense 
counsel, said Stewart would be 
among the witnesses to be called by 
the defense.

trying to bring about the repeal or 
amendment of the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead law 
are in any way law breakers or 
show any lack of respect for our 
great Constitution. On the con- 
trary, we are engaged in an noble 
effort to restore to our people a 
feeling of independence and liberty 
and the right to the pursuit of hap- 
piness, so earnestly sought, prayed 
for and finally secured after the 
great Revolutionary War. Let us 
not have another revolution or re- 
bellion, which is certain to overtake 
us unless we learn how to build 
our laws on the foundation of hon- 
esty instead of intolerance, and let 
us appreciate that the might of a 
majority or an organized minority 
is not necessarily right.

KNOTTY GOLF 
PROBLEMS 


Bil—A and B were engaged in 
a close match. At the seventeenth 
green the lights and 
made the line of putt difficult. A 
asked his caddy to stand with his 
heels together: behind the hole to 
show him the line of putt. B ob- 
jected, claiming it was against the 
rules of golf so to aid the playing 
of a putt. B said that the hole 
gcould be indicated only with the 
flag. Was A within his rights? 

B has no basis for his ob- 
jection, as A was well within 
his rights to have his caddy 
Stand with his heels together 
behind the hole. This is of course 
taking for granted that the cad- 
dy was not touching the ground 
with a club or doing anything 
to indicate the line of the putt 
that would be in a manner in 
violation of the rules of golf, 


J. R. 8.—Is it permissible on 
the putting green to remove a 
worm cast in the line of a putt? 
If it is, may a person use the back 
of his hand or the sole of his put- 
ter lightly to brush the cast aside? 
I recall that there is a rule which 
specifies that one may not touch 
his line of putt, and which ap- 
parently would indicate that the 
worm cast must be let to remain 
and not to be touched. 

Paragraph 2 ,under Rule 28 
covers this point clearly, Worm 
cast may be brushed aside with 
club, It is not permissable to use 
the back of one’s hand to re- 
move loose impediments on the 
putting green.

This Account, $4,725,777 
Spent—Requests Service 
Board to Make Audit. 


The city informed the Missour 
Public Service Commission today 
that the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co., which reduced its rates 
to large St. Louis consumers $706,-' 
467 on June 1, could have reduced 
them $1,418,000 and still have left 
a return of 7 per cent on its own 
valuation of its property which it 
fixes at $59,000,000. 

Moreover, the city continued, 


if 


were adjusted properly, the com- 
pany could reduce rates by §$2,- 
000,000 a year and still have its 7 
per cent return. The action of the 
company in not granting some cut 
in rates to residence customers was 
called “unreasonable and unjust.” 

The city asked of the commis- 
sion that the company- be ordered 
to show cause why its rates should 
not be reduced further, at least to. 
the $1,418,000, and that, mean- 
while, the commission conduct an 
audit of the company’s books, with 
particular attention to the deprecia- 
tion account. 

Cost vs. Charge. 

Tabulations are submitted by the 
city to show that the company is 
asking for an annual depreciation 
charge of $2,336,400, out of rates, 
whereas its average actual expen- 
diture in keeping its property in 
eondition for the last llyears has 
been only $429,616. Im that period 
it has collected, for depreciation, 
$13,399,951, and has spent only 
$4,725,777. | 

The city adopts, for the sake of 
argument, depreciation charge of 
$950,000 and declares that with 
that suim set up, the company can 
reduce its rates much further than 
t has done. . 

It is pointed out that no audit;<* 
has been made of the companys 
books since one begun in 1915 and 
the city coneludes hence, that the 
company has virtually been unreg- 
ulated since that time. ft fs sug- 
gested. also that the commission 
inquire into the contracts under 
which Union Electric buys nearly 
93 per cent of its power from sister 
companies at Keokuk and Cahokia 
The Keokuk contract will expire 
hext month. 

The city’s presentation was pre- 
pared by Forrest G. Ferris Jr. As- 
*Ociate «ity Counselor, aided by 
City Counselor Julius T. Muench. 

The brief presents the same in- 
formation, with additional detail 
and disclosure of the company's 
Swollen depreciation account, first
